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Txrndon, Dec. 5.— No nows has yet 
been received that Greece has signed 
the armistice, although she is expect­ 
ed to do so, as the protocol provides 
that the besieg»Ml garrisons are not to 
fco provisioned. 
Greece had strongly 
objected to their being revictualed. 
The fact that Turkey has agreed to 
this clause is held to indicate that 
there Is no likelihood of toe immediate 
surrender of the fortresses. 
An official note issued at Constanti­ 
nople says: 
"A n arm istice has been concluded 
with Bulgaria, Servla and Montenegro, 
The state of war with Greece con­ 
tinues." 
Although the complete terms of the 
protocol have not been made public 
it is learned that the question of re­ 
victualling the beleaguered towns was 
abandoned, the government being sat­ 
isfied that the towns were sufficiently 
supplied with foodstuffs to last until 
the conclusion of peace. 
The only condition mentioned in the 
official communication to the proas is 
that the troop' w ill remain in the po­ 
sitions now occupied. 
It is understood 
that no lim it ha_s been placed on the 
armistice, which may be terminated by 
forty-eight hours' notice by either side. 
it is reported that the Turkish and 
Bulgarian delegates w ill meet again 
at Baghtche for the purpose of ar­ 
ranging

peace conference. 
It is jnmsible that two conferences 
may be sitting concurrently at London 
after next week. The proposal for an 
ambassadorial conference reached the 
Austrian foreign office and is said to

A Peep In to K ila u e a ’s L a k e of B r im ­ 
sto n e and Fire. 
Kilauea, In Hawaii, is a round, ex ­ 
tinct crater about three miles Herons 
aud 700 or moo feet deep. 
It has been 
the scene of terrific explosions in past 
ages, but It has now dwindled lo the 
suiuil active crater of llalem aumau. 
which is sunk near the middle of it 
like a huge pot, 2>K) or more feet deep 
and 1,000 f*»et across. 
Iii the midafternoon a party of eight 
of ten of us tm horseback set out to 
visit the volcano. 
The trail led down 
the broken a nil shelving side of the 
crater, amid trees and bushes, till it 
struck the floor of lava at the bottom. 
Our 
course 
took 
us 
out 
over 
the 
cracked and contorted lava beds, where 
no green 
thing 
was growing. 
The 
forms 
of 
the 
lava 
flow 
suggested 
mallet! 
and 
writhing dragons, 
with 
horrid, 
gaping 
mouths 
and 
vicious 
claws. 
The lava crunched beneath the 
horses’ feet like shelly and brittle Ice. 
At one point we passed over a wide. 
jagged crack on a bridge. As we neared 
the crater the rocks grew warm and 
sulphur and other fumes streaked the 
air. 
When half a mile from the crater we 
dismounted and. leaving our horses In 
charge of the guide, proceeded on foot 
over the cracked and hent**d lava rocks 
toward 
the 
brink 
of 
this 
veritable 
devil’s caldrom. 
The sulphur fumes 
are so suffocating that it can be ap­ 
proached oniy on the windward side. 
The first glance into that fearful pit 
is all that your Imagination eau picture 
i t 
You look upon the traditional luke 
of brimstone and fire, and if devils 
were to appear skipping about over the 
surface with pitchforks, turning their 
victims as the cook turns her frying 
crullers in the sputtering fat, it would 
not much surprise you. 
This liquid is 
rather thick and viscid, but It Is boil­ 
ing furiously. 
Great masses of It are 
thrown up forty or fifty feet and fall 
with a crash like that of the surf upon 
the shore. 
Tile mass of bolling lava is said to be 
about one and one-half acres in extent. 
Its surface Is covered with large masses 
of floating crust, black and smooth, 
like leather or roofing paper, and l>e- 
tw een these masses, or islands, t Le 
molten 
lava 
shows 
in 
broad, vivid 
lines. 
It is never quiet. 
Looking upon this scene with the 
thought o f the traditional lake of tire 
and brimstone of our forefathers in 
mind, you would say that these black, 
filthy looking masses floating about on 
the surface were tile accumulation of 
all the bad stuff that bad been fried 
out of the poor sinners since bell was 
invented. 
How much wickedness and 
uncharity and evil thought it would 
represent! 
If the poor victims were 
clarified aud made purer by the proc­ 
ess, then it would seem worth while.—

And Settle Bill with Him, Thereby 
Sa v ing the Co st o f the Middlema n, 
When Pla n is Perfected 
The coming of the parcels post 
system which will b o inaugurated on 
Jaunuary 1st will present many in­ 
teresting features, and the C. O. D. 
prov ision, which is now under dis­ 
cussion and which if it is finally 
adopted will b e as important as the 
insurance feature will help prov ide 
ab solute protocotion to the shipper. 
The Winona Herald in comroentingon 
the new system says that adv ocates 
of the parcels post system contend 
tha t It will prov ide a remedy for the 
high cost of liv ing so far as the 
necessities of tne taole are concern­ 
ed, as it will enab le the consume-* 
to receiv e the necessities direct from 
t..e producer at something like the 
cost at which they 
are 
produced. 
Howev er, under 
these 
conditions, 
farmers might b o expected to wish 
tc realize more than when dealing 
through the middlemen. 
With the perfection of the system 
the housewife can order heT entire 
market list from the farmer a t tne 
price at which he sold the articlels, 
the postman collecting the price on 
deliv ery and remitting it to the farm­ 
er. 
The C. O. I), feature of the sys 
tern is one of the prob lems now b e 
fore the j>o« tortk>e department. 
It 
may not b e made effectiv e at the b e 
ginning, b ut in time it will b e made 
a permanent part of the parcels post 
deliv ery. 
Another prob lem now un­ 
der consideration inv olv es the ship­ 
ment of b erries, b uttier, eggs and oth- 
ei perishab le products.
